£^ Farmers in ibis eection of the conntry 
are complaining seriously of the destruction of 
their Theal crops by a lillle worm from one- 
eighth to ose-quarter of an inch in length, 
known as the Midge, and vety much resem- 
bling the pea-worm; while others have been 
troubled with ihe wevil. This week we ex- 
amined the Wheal field of a friend in ihe vi- 
cinity of Newmarket, and found that about 
three-fourths of the heads were more or Hit 
affected. He will probably loose about cne- 
ihird of his crop. Since writing tho fore-going 
another farmer in this vicinity has furnished 
Ihe following particular*, as the result of his 
observation, on hi* own farm. Three heads of 
wheal, indiscriminately 'elected, produced 100 
grains,- amont which were 50 perfect grains ; 
10 would make liour, and 40 were completely 
destroyed. Thus showing conclusivdly lhat 
nearly one-half of tho crop would be lost. 
Some 30 werils were found in the three head*, 
betides several of the worm* before described. 
We Trailed another farm on Tuesday last, and 
foun^rohat although there ware no trace* of the 

wevil, the midge had dune considerable dam- 
age. 

The Self-Dabbed Dictator ! 

A couple of weeks ego, when we penned 
a few paragraphs anent a correspondent in 
the Sentinel styling himself a " Wcarieyen," 
il wna not our intonlion lo have again taken 
nolice of him further ; bul his letter of lasl 
week — one column in length — contain* such 
a silly rnnnouvre to dodgo ihe question at 
issue, that we must refer lo it.

So far it is all Tery well ; but the Govern- 
ment, to suit the convenience of speculators, 
instead of establishing a local agent upon Ihe 
Island and giving intending settlers an oppor- 
tunity to examine ll.e quality and location ol 
the land they are purchasing, advertise il to be 
sold lo the highest bidder, at the office of the 
L)ppar(M"nt in Toronto. Again the Adver- 
tisement having been confined to the Gazette, 
very few people will see the notice— thus in. 
creasing (lie chances of some monopolizing 
company. 

Class legislation will prove the ruin of any 
country. Already its effects hare been wit- 
nessed in this Colony j and we have no doubt 
bul Ihe whole scheme referred to above, has 
been very carefully arranged by Messrs. Cau. 
chon-Caylcy H. Co., to uiit some American 
speculators, who, it UsatJ, have beer, scrapmo 
and bowing before iheGorermneot/or a length 
of lilrie past— baring already obtained a large 
portion of the adjoining Island.

Close of the Oregon Indian Waj* 

(From the tPaxAirifkn Union of July.) 
Mr. Joel Palmer, Superintendent of Indian 
affairs for Oregon Territory, in a letter to ihe 
Commissioner of Indiao affairs, dated Dajton, 
July *23rd, gives highly interesting intelligence 
respecting the closing up of the Indian war in 
Southern Oregon. We copy as follows . — 
The departure of the mail steamer early to- 
morrow (and it now being nearly midnight) 
leaves me no lime lo make a detailed report of 
my proceedings in Ihe Port Orford district. I 
may say, however, lhat I reached here to-day 
at 11 A. AI. with six huodred Indians from 
lhat place on their way to the coast reserva- 
tion. At 3 P. iM. Iliey were put en route for 
Oregon city, mid will leave there to-morrow 
morning fur Daylon. I start from here to- 
morrow on horse in time to reach Dayton on 
their arrival. 

J now regard ihe war in Southern Oregon as 
closed. All the hostile bauds, with the excep- 
tion of John's, who has about thirty warriors, 
and Ihe Chelco and Pistol river Indians, now 
numbering perhaps fifty warriors, have come 
io and unconditionally surrendered themselves 
prisoners of" war. 'J*h« two bands first named 
have sent word that Ihey prill surrender and 
come to when word is sent them where to go. 
The old chief John has tent iu two of his sons 
asking the retention of other bands at Port 
Orford until he can get there with his people ; 
that fae is tired of war, has resolved to seek for 
peace, and will submit to go on Ihe reserva- 
tion, 

We have now at Port Orford about six hun- 
dred, and at the rnouth ol Rogue river about 
two hundred and fifty Indians, all of whom have 
unconditionally surrendered. They will be es- 
corted to the southern part of the coast reser- 
vation by United Slates troops, together with 
any of the other bands that, may come in. .1 
deemed ifbest, under all lire circumstances, to 
transport by steamers from Port Orford here 
Ihe six hundred just arrived. 

The latest intelligence from the Yackima 
country indicates a favorable prospect for 
peace, fl was determined by Col. Huchananj 
the military officer in command of the district, 
to retain and hold all the Indians now at Port 
Orford as prisoners of war until ihey reached 
the reservation, when they would-be turned 
over to the proper officers of the Indian De- 
partment. 

The six hundred Indians just arrived, being 
mostly of Ihe friendly bands,' will be located 
on" the northern portion of the reservation, near 
Seloli river. The company- of Irnops, under 
Capt. Augur, who came up with them, (curn- 
btring seventy-two men.) will be posted at the 
Urand Ramie as a per moment po»l.

Explosion of the Stoamboat Empiro State. 

Another calamity has been added to the 
many dreadful disasters which have occurred 
this summer. Our ship news collector reports 
that— 

" The slearnboal Empire Stale, Capt. 
Craylon, lefl fall Kiver at 7 o'clock Satur- 
day evening, for this city, with about ISO 
passengers. When near Point Judith, the 
starboard boiler burst inside, making little or 
no noise, but sendiug ih<: stca,induwn through 
the grate bars lo Ihe blow box, which burst, 
"hen Ihe steam escaped to tin- deck. A por- 
tion of the pass-ergcrs end crew who were 
standing near, where more or less injured by 
inliiliiig (he steam ; six of the injured subse- 
quently died. Capt. Ji. immediately anchored 
Hie boat, and got sleaui on the other boiler, 
after which he gol under way, ond put back to 
Pall Kiver, where he transferred Ihe passen- 
gers lo the Slate of Maine. 

The boiler was but one year old, and was 
inspected two months previous. They were 
carrying at ihe time, four incites less steam 
than usual.
